Triggers Larger 


Than Usual Jump 


WASHINGTON (IIH) 
Labor De 
partment economists predicted to­ 
day unemployment will rise above 
four million in January, February 
and March and decline slightly in 
April. 
They forecast the jobless total 
for January will range from 4,300, 
OO to 4,500,(HH) when computed by 
the Labor and Commerce' Depart 
merits in about two weeks. 
The government reported 3,400, 
000 unemployed in December. The 
number of workers without jobs 
usually increases from December 
to January but this year the btise 
ness .slowdown will trigger larger 
than usual jump, the economists 
said. 
They said postwar trends indi 
cate unemployment will level off 
and then decline to 3,700,000 or so 
by May. 
But they ajso warned of 
a possibility of bigger than expert 
;ed joblessness if things don't pick 
up soon. 
The labor economists said un 
employment could reach live mil­ 
lion if 1958 is a bad year for the 
auto industry, if consumers hold 
back on buying, and if business 
1 men slash stocks on their shelves. 
That would push unemployment 
above the six per cent mark 
“ lf 
unemployment spreads 
to 
trade and services 
watch out,” 
said one of the economists 
“ We ll 
be in for real hard times.” 
Nearly a million more workers 
in January than in December re 
ported being out of work for a 
week or more in applying for un­ 
employment compensation.

in and around Lincoln, Neb. 
Then in succession he asked for 
and got a breakfast of bacon and 
eggs, juice, toast and milk; his 
fancy black 
aud white cowboy 
boots- and a bar of soap—to wash 
from his red hair the black shoo 
polish which he had used as a dyo 
in a futile attempt at disguise. 
Starkweather’s bravado seemed 
to be returning. 
It had vanished 
for a time Wednesday after of­

The speed with which farm ers 
receive and put into practice sci­ 
entific discoveries, techniques and 
production tools has a direct ef­ 
fect upon their efficiency.

T oday’s fa rm er is produc­ 
ing more m eat, milk and eggs per 
acre and per m an hour w orked—
